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Kennedy Dies From Bullet Wound; 
Police Looking for Woman Suspect 


Saturday Services in 
New York, Arlington 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — Sen. Robert Francis Kennedy, felled 


like his President brother by an assassin's bullet, died early 
today. His mourning family prepared to take his body home to 
New York, across the nation Kennedy had hoped to lead as 
President. 


On Saturday, the senator is to be buried in Arlington National 


Cemetery, probably in the hillside plot which is the resting 
place of his brother, the late President John Fitzgerald Kennedy. 


Los Angeles police, meanwhile, issued an all-points bulletin 


today for a woman 23 to 27 years old in connection with the 
assassination. 
The bulletin said the woman was seen with 


accused assassin Sirhan Sirhan before the Kennedy shooting 
Wednesday. The woman was not identified. 


Robert Kennedy, 42. never regained consciousness and never 


showed signs of recovery after a savage burst of revolver fire 
sent a bullet plunging into his brain — at the pinnacle of his 
own campaign for the White House. Kennedy, his pregnant wife 
Ethe! at his bedside, died at 3:44 a.m. CDT, little more than 
25 hours after the assault at the Ambassador Hotel. Kennedy's 
body was to be flown from Los Angeles later today on an Air 
Force jet provided by the White House. 


Pierre Salinger, former White House press secretary, said 


the body would lie in state Friday at St. Patrick's Cathedral in 
New York City. A requiem mass will be held there Saturday 
morning. Salinger said Kennedy, a Navy veteran of World 
War II, would be buried late Saturday in Arlington, across the 
Potomac River from Washington, where an eternal flame flickers 
in memory of John Kennedy, slain four years and seven months 
ago. 


President Johnson, the man who succeeded John Kennedy 


as leader of the nation, issued a proclamation today calling for 
a national day of mourning for the senator this Sunday. 


As Kennedy died, the man accused of pulling the trigger was 


under heavy guard at a downtown prison hospital, held in 
$250,000 bail for a court appearance which is scheduled for 
Monday. A district attorney's official said that office would

Robert F. Kennedy always 
sensed it would come some 
day. 


"I play Russian roulette

Kennedy has been described 


as a fatalist, one who never 
looked beyond the next mo- 
ment and who was prepared 
for tragedy any day.

"If we act now," Robert Ken-

Council last August, "we can 
save hundreds of lives in this 
country and spare thousands of 
families all across this land the 
grief and heartbreak that may 
come from the loss of a hus- 
band, a son, a brother or a 
friend."

The tragedy that has stalked the Ken- 


nedy family and brought to it the com- 
passionate sorrow of people all over the 
world has now struck down perhaps the 
most controversial member of the family. 


Senator Robert Francis Kennedy gained 


his early reputation in government service 
as a consultant of Senator Joseph McCar- 
thy's investigating committee. 
As his 


brother's Attorney General, he was a per- 
sistent and perhaps a personally motivated 
antagonist, especially in his pursuit of 
teamster boss Jimmy Hoffa. He was given 
the tough assignments for his brother's 
presidential campaign. All of this won for 
him a reputation of intense drive and 
dedication, but also of ruthlessness. His 


belated entrance into this year's presiden- 
tial race angered others. 


But in the competitive family in which 


he grew up, Robert Kennedy had no alter- 
native but to struggle toward the top. And 
along with it there have been glimpses of 
the humorous, witty man underneath, with 
a deep concern for the deprived which 
minorities have felt and recognized, a man 
who was close to his ten children, who had 
had imprinted on him his immense respon- 
sibilities, a frail man and a shy one who 
somehow looked lost and alone in the 
crowds surrounding him. 


Whatever would have happened in the 


presidential race, the country and the world 
has lost a man of stature and leadership 
and compassion. At this time in history, 
we can ill afford such a loss. 


Go/c/waf er Wins Libel Suit 


In two landmark decisions in the field 


of libel last June, the United States 
Supreme Court established that the First 
Amendment guarantees broad authority for 
the press to discuss public officials and 
their conduct of the people's business but 
that such discussion must be free of malice 
and include a responsible conduct to 
establish the truth. This is as it should be. 


The 1967 Supreme Court decisions will 


be important if there is an appeal from last 
week's $75,000 judgment won by former 
Sen. Barry Goldwater against the defunct 
magazine Facts and its publisher, Ralph 
Ginzburg. Aside from the poor journalism 
in the case which was clear from the 
moment of publication, a Supreme Court 
decision in the case would be important 
because of the question of a lack of 
responsibility and judgment in printing 
what was supposed to be the truth. 


In response to questionnaires mailed to 


psychiatrists in the nation, the magazine 
said it had received enough replies to 
publish an article called "1,189 Psychia- 
trists Say Goldwater is Psychologically 
Unfit to be President." Among other 
things, the magazine printed that Goldwa- 
ter was "paranoid," "schizophrenic," "psy- 
chotic," and "unstable." And the article 
was published just prior to the 
1964 


presidential election. 


Goldwater filed suit for $2 million. A 


federal court jury returned punitive dam- 
ages of $75,000 against the magazine and 
Ginzburg and assessed compensatory dam- 
ages of $1 each against the magazine, the 
publisher, and the former managing editor, 
the latter to legally declare that Goldwater 
had been damaged. 


The award of punitive damages is what 


is significant in the case, and Goldwater has 
said he feels vindicated by what the jury 
decided. Drawing upon the Supreme 
Court's 1967 rulings, Federal Judge Harold 
Tyler Jr. instructed the jury that a libel 
judgment in the case would have to rest on 
a conclusion that there was "actual malice" 
or that "a statement was made with the 
knowledge it was false or with reckless 
disregard of whether it was false or not." 


Quite aside from the judgment that 


comment on a public official had gone 
beyond the bounds of the First Amend- 
ment, there is a question in the case which 
cannot be answered in a court. What 
prompted the psychiatrists who answered 
the questionnaire from a magazine whose 
reputation was a matter of record to 
participate in the poll? 


Are nearly 2,000 psychiatrists saving 


that their profession can be practiced by 
watching a political candidate on television 
or reading his speeches? The profession has 
received a black eye from its members who 
did not toss the questionnaire into the 
vvastebasket.

A company has acquired from Canada 


the oil rights to a section of the sea floor 
off the Grand Banks. Another company has 
received the same sort of authority for the 
same section of sea floor from France 
which owns the tiny islands of St. Pierre 
and Miquelon in that area. 


Ecuador annually arrests the captains of 


American fishing boats operating less than 
200 miles from the Ecuadorian coast in the 
tuna rich waters of the Humboldt Current. 
The American government pays the fines. 


The Soviet Union has impounded prob- 


ably more than 1,000 Japanese fishing 
boats since the end of World War II in a 
controversy over Pacific fishing rights. 


American and Russian nuclear subma- 


rines roam the oceans of the world which 
comprise 71 per cent of the earth's surface. 
The limit they can go is confusing since 
various nations claim various amounts of 
territorial waters. And the future exploita- 
tion of the products of the sea means that 
there will be ever-increasing problems of 
national sovereignty and industrial rights. 


These facts and controversies were 


brought out last month at Columbia 
University's American Assembly which 
meets twice a year with experts in 
different fields about important matters of 
the times. The conclusion of the meeting 
was that there must be new international 
laws accepted governing the seas or there is 
going to be a lot of trouble in future years. 


Three alternatives were presented. The 


first would permit each nation with a sea 
front to claim all the ocean halfway to the 


• next land mass. Obviously this would mean 
that tiny islands, such as Bermuda, would 
own a great deal of ocean and that nations 
with little or no sea front would own 
practically none. Russia, in particular, 
would not accept such a proposal. 


A second alternative would allow any 


individual or corporation to stake a claim 
for sea bottom rights and have his own 


government back him. This would most 
likely open the door not only to disputes 
with no solutions, but to running naval 
battles. Whatever the validity of claims, 
national leaders would feel honor bound to 
back them up. 


The third alternative, recommended by 


the Assembly, would place the deep ocean 
floors under the jurisdiction of an Interna- 
tional agency. Internationally, territorial 
waters would be set and the rights to 
everything else would be determined by 
the international agency. The rights would 
be sold through competitive bidding to 
individuals or corporations for develop- 
ment under strict regulations as far as 
pollution or destruction were concerned. 
The major idea in this plan is that the 
products of the sea should be available to 
people all over the world and not just to 
those who happen to live by the sea. It is 
also a proposal aimed at minimizing 
national claims and jealousies. 


Unfortunately the nations of the world 


are probably not yet ready for 
the 


acceptance of such international controls. 
Both the vast potential riches of the sea 
and fears of aggressive tendencies in other 
nations work against such acceptance. 
International controls would handicap the 
deployment of naval vessels. And when an 
oil company will pay a government $21 
million to lease some 5,000 acres of sea 
bottom, as was recently paid to the United 
States for sea bottom 1,200 feet down in 
the Pacific, the lucrative results of control 
are simply too good to toss away. 


Nevertheless the major nations of the 


world must come to agreement on sea 
bottom control, ironically for the very 
reasons that will make them hesitate. Wars 
could very easily break out over conflicts 
on sea bottom control. And if the products 
of the sea are to be successfully developed 
to the maximum, international cooperation 
is essential.

The story is told of a 


mythical young knight who 
rode out to encounter his first 
fire-breathing dragon. When he 
spotted the beast, he froze 
with fear. He closed his eyes 
and hoped that the monster 
would go away. He was wrong, 
of course, and the dragon 
devoured him. 


We have on the loose in our 


country today a predatory 
monster called crime. It is 
growing in size and violence. 
Its f a r - r e a c h i n g forages 
threaten every city and hamlet 
in the nation, and it strikes 
fear in the hearts and minds 
of the law-abiding public. It is 
ripping away the very fiber of 
our society and our system of 
government. 


The story of alarming crime 


increases each year is not a 
new story. It is old and it is 
true.

count in crime figures. Under 
close examination, as has been 
shown before, these arguments 
do not measure up. 


For instance, our population 


increased

per cent from 1960 through 
1967. During that period, the 
volume of serious crimes rose 
88 per cent. Thus, crime 
outpaced the p o p u l a t i o n 
growth by almost 9 to 1. The 
young age group population, 10 
to 17 years, climbed 22 per 
cent from 1960 through 1967. 
Arrests of persons in this 
category for all criminal acts 
increased 72 per cent during 
the same period. 


We hear the claim that 


improved p o l i c e reporting 
methods account for some of 
the rise in crime and that now 
citizens are more willing to 
report to police. These suppo- 
sitions are weak. Actually, 
agencies which update their 
reporting 
systems are not 


included in the national trend 
totals until they have estab- 


lished at least two comparable 
years under their revised op- 
erations. This is done purpose- 
ly to avoid any paper increase 
which might result from the 
change. As to more crime 
being reported to police, most 
persons 
would concur that 


armed robbery and murder, 
with isolated exceptions, are 
consistently reported year aft- 
er year. Consequently, with 
minor fluctuations, the annual 
totals for these two crimes 
should remain fairly constant. 
Yet, in 1967, armed robbery 
increased 30 per cent above 
the 1966 figure, and murder 
rose 12 per cent.

statistics are based on viola- 
tions known to police. We 
know that there are unlawful 
acts which are not reported 
by citizens to police agencies. 

This 
factor was known to and 
recognized by the police ad- 
ministrators, social scientists, 
and experts on law and public 
administration who authored 
the Uniform Crime Reporting 
program in the late 1920's. The 
concept is not new, and the 
fact remains that the criminal 
justice agencies can only work 
with those offenses reported to 
them or detected by them. 


The answer to our nation's 


crime problem will be found in 
direct, positive action — not 
by waiting and hoping the 
problem will go away.

many persons is that the way 
to solve a problem or to 
appear to do so is to create a

new governmental a g e n c y , 
complete with resounding title, 
separate quarters and inde- 
pendent identity. 


Thus there is a great to-do 


now among those persons in- 
terested in what has come to 
be known as the "tourism" 
industry in the creation of a 
formally labeled division of 
tourism within the State De- 
partment of N a t u r a l Re- 
sources which is the new 
amalgamated agency respon- 
sible for all state natural 
resource programs. 


There is enthusiastic talk 


about what such a separately 
identified bureau can accom- 
plish. But upon closer exami- 
nation, the speculation rests 
almost entirely upon the as- 
sumption that the legislature 
will be willing to boost, per- 
haps to two or three times its 
present s i z e , the existing 
$500,000 a year of state tax 
funds provided for the aid of 
the tourist trade and the 
luring of visitors from other 
states to Wisconsin for the 
disposition of their holiday 
dollars. 


GOAL IS MONEY 


Thus the goal is not so much 


the agency, as the money. And 
anybody who has a grasp of 
the probable expenditure de- 
mands of the big and basic 
services of the state next year, 
plus the demands of the locali- 
ties for financial succor, must 
have his doubts about the 
willingness or the ability of the 
l a w m a k e r s to augment 
significantly such help which 
must be called a subsidy in 
the strict sense. 


There is no intention here to 


disparage the importance of 
the tourist trade in the state 
as a whole, or its venerable 
essentiality in numerous local- 
ities. 


Yet there is a tendency to 


exaggerate it, in-this report- 
er's view, perhaps because of 
the recollection of a press 
agent in the field some years 
ago who related in an un- 


guarded moment that he had 
put out a press release and 
had arbitrarily used the figure 
$300 million as the 
gross 


income equivalent of the busi- 
ness. He could not verify it 
and did not try to do so. He 
was startled in fact when 
public officials and 
others 


picked up his figure and gave 
it a kind of official authority. 


TOTAL GOES*HIGHER 


Since that time the total has 


been reported higher each 
year, until today some persons 
are claiming that it is the 
state's largest industry "when 
considered w i t h associated 
recreation," and that it ac- 
counts for 20 per cem of the 
jobs in Wisconsin. 


Maybe. But there are no 


statisticians available to testi- 
fy to the accuracy of the 
statement. Thus it must be 
regarded as a guess, a hopeful 
guess of those who want more 
state money to promote their 
business. 


A thoughtful person consid- 


ering the problems of tourism 
without blinders may suggest 
many alternative and possibly 
more fruitful possibilities of 
advancing the tourist trade. 
The h i g h w a y beautification 
program is limping along, for 
example. Billboard control leg- 
islation is scornfully pushed 
aside in the legislature. 


MANY UNMET NEEDS 


The anti-littering laws are 


more honored in the breach 
than in the observance. The 
Natural Beauty Council, con- 
sisting of public spirited men 
and women, is largely ignored 
by the public and the press. 
The removal of dumps and 
auto graveyards from tourist 
travel routes is beginning, but 
only under the prod of federal 
compulsion and the lure of 
federal money. Shoreland zon- 
ing, vital to the preservation 
of the scenic values of thou- 
sands of lakes, not to mention 
the quality of their waters, is 
being reluctantly accepted by 
local governments. 


There is the rigidity of habit 


in some of the existing tourist 
promotion work. Survey after 
survey have shown that the 
typical tourist enjys sightsee- 
ing primarily. But the state 
boasts about its musky fishing 
as if to promise that the 
visitor should be careful that 
these fish, which are really 
scarce, don't jump into his 
boat and capsize it. 


The best investment 
the 


state could make to preserve 
and enlarge its appeal to its 
tourists and their purses would 
be action on all fronts to 
preserve its natural beauty 
from despoliation.

Salinger said the body will lie 


in state at St. Patrick's Cathe- 
dral in New York Friday from 
8 a.m. EDT until 10 p.m. EDT. 


The requiem mass will be 


held at 10 a.m. Saturday. 


The body will be placed on a 


train at 12:30 p.m, for the last 
journey to Washington. It is ex- 
pected to arrive at about 4:40 
p.m. 


The funeral route will take the 


cortege past the U.S. Senate Of- 
fice Building where Kennedy 
worked, and the Department of 
Justice, where he served as at- 
torney general. 


Salinger said Kennedy will be 


buried at about 5:30 p.m. Satur- 
day in Arlington, probably at 
the hillside site where his broth- 
er's body lies.

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Kennedy Death Removes Humphrey Opposition 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. 


Robert F. Kennedy's death has 
removed in a tragic manner the 
chief challenger to Vice Presi- 
dent Hubert H. Humphrey's 
quest for the Democratic presi- 
dential nomination. 


With the New York senator's 


death, the fateful 1968 election 
year turned a fatal corner and 
left what many observers see as 
an uneven race between Hum- 
phrey and his fellow Minneso- 
tan, Sen. Eugene J. McCarthy. 


Although the Humphrey name 


has not appeared on any pri- 


mary ballots, he claims to have 
built up a long lead by picking 
up delegates in the tough back- 
stage battles in the nonprimary 
states while Kennedy and Mc- 
Carthy were battling it out in 
primaries. 


Many observers felt only the 


Kennedy mystique and dash 
could overcome 
Humphrey's 


strong base of Democratic "es- 
tablishment" support among 
party leaders and labor unions. 


Humphrey and his aides had 


refused to speculate on the polit- 
ical impact of the Kennedy 


shooting and, along with Mc- 
Carthy, clamped an indefinite 
moratorium 
on campaigning 


even before the senator's death. 


"We think it's not only inap- 


propriate to speculate," said a 
Humphrey aide, "we think it's 
offensive." 


After the Kennedy shooting, a 


strategist said, Humphrey aides 
sent appeals to supporters ask- 
ing that planned caucuses of 
Ohio and Michigan delegations, 
where the vice president hoped 
to nail down more support, be 
postponed. 


And the strategist said, Hum- 


phrey called off plans to begin 
campaigning in New York for 
the Empire State's primary. He 
canceled a schedule calling for 
him to open his California cam 
paign June 13. 


McCarthy, returning to Wash- 


ington Wednesday night, said he 
would confer with President 
Johnson and the vice president 
"before taking on other political 
activities of any kind." 


A Humphrey aide had said the 


vice president would welcome a 
meeting with his old friend and 


political ally from Minnesota. 


Even while competing for the 


Democratic nomination, Hum- 
phrey and McCarthy have re- 
portedly continued to have pri- 
vate chats. 


Kennedy's death came at a 


critical turning point in the pre- 
convention campaign. 


With their primary show- 


downs concluded, Kennedy and 
McCarthy were preparing to 
wrestle Humphrey for votes in 
states that pick their delegates 
in caucuses and conventions—or 
by non-binding primaries.

The President turned to him 


after the ill-fated Cuban inva- 
sion in April 1961, appointing 
him to head an inquiry into the 
Central Intelligence Agency. 


When the Dominican Republic 


dictator Generalissimo Rafael 
Leonidas Trujillo Melina was 
assassinated in May 1961, the 
President was in Paris. Mem- 
bers of a special task force met 
that night at the State Depart- 
ment to study the situation. The 
attorney general participated, 
sitting in, as one member of the 
force said, for his brother. 


In 1962 the President sent his 


brother on a round-the-world 
trip as his representative. 


Missile Crisis 


During the 1962 Cuban missile 


crisis with the Soviet Union the 
attorney general led the opposi-

against Cuba without warning. 
He rejected such action as "an- 
other Pearl Harbor," and urged 
instead the policy that was 
adopted of a restrained ultima- 
tum to the Soviet Union to 
remove the missiles.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Sen. Robert Francis Kennedy, felled 


like his President brother by an assassin's bullet, died early 
today. His mourning family prepared to take his body home to 
New York, across the nation Kennedy had hoped to lead as

On Saturday, the senator is to be buried in Arlington National 


Cemetery, probably in the hillside plot which is the resting 
place of his brother, the late President John Fitzgerald Kennedy. 


Robert Kennedy, 42, never regained consciousness and never 


showed signs of recovery after a savage burst of revolver fire 
sent a bullet plunging into his brain — at the pinnacle of his 
own campaign for the White House. Kennedy, his pregnant wife 
Ethel at his bedside, died at 3:44 a.m. CDT, little more than 
25 hours after the assault at the Ambassador Hotel. Kennedy's 
body was to be flown from Los Angeles later today on an Air 
Force jet provided by the White House. 


Pierre Salinger, former White House press secretary, said 


the body would lie in state Friday at St. Patrick's Cathedral in 
New York City. A requiem mass will be held there Saturday 
morning. Salinger said Kennedy, a Navy veteran of World 
War II, would be buried late Saturday in Arlington, across the 
Potomac River from Washington, where an eternal flame flickers 
in memory of John Kennedy, slain four years and seven months 
ago.
